are miserable. 
I couldn't convine him, back yon- 
der — but I wonder what he thinks 
today as he reads the news from 
bankrupt Great Britain. 
Prime Minister Attlee stood 
in 
•0ie House of Commons yesterday 
and gave the British people some 
terrible news. Their government is 
broke. Ravaged by 
two 
world 
wars the British people have lost 
most of their colonial wealth; and, 
importing more goods than 
they 
export, the current 
balance 
of 
trade is running against them so 
that they do not have sufficient in- 
come to pay the kind of 
taxes 
necessary to support both 
.their 
government and its 
multi-billion- 
dollar debt.

Freight trains are 
moving 
all 
along the line, which had been tied 
up by a costly strike. 


The first Mo-Pac p a s s e n g e r 


trrnn to leave St. Louis since the 
strike's end will be the Ozarker. 
It will depart at 7:20 a. m. (CST) 
tomorrow for Little Rock and Tex- 
arkana, Ark. 


Next to leave will be the Mis- 
souri River Eagle at 8:30 a. m., 
bound for Kansas City and Omaha, 
Neb. 


Other passenger trains, including 
the Colorado -.nd Texas 
Eagles, 


will follow oii'" their regular sched- 
ules. 
Their 
"companion" 
trains 
will pull out of opposing terminals 
on the runs they maintained before 
the strike started last Sept. 9, the 
railroad said. 


Two Mo-Pac freight trains

other westbound to Jefferson City,

The line's first freight trnin 
to 
run in 46 days

shortly before midnight, formally 
ending the longest strike against 
a major railroad in this country. 


The strike of engineers, firemen, 


trainmen and conductors tied 
up 
the road's 7,200-mile network 
in 
10 states. 


Operating crews started back to 


tvnrk yesterday after union and 
management 
r e p r e s entatives 
reached a settlement the previous 
night. 


The strike was called over 282 


union claims against the company 
The claims were based on differ- 
.na 
interpretations 
of working 
rules. Basic hours and wages were 
not involved. 


Of the claims, 219 have been re- 
solved. The remaining 63 will be 
submitted to arbitration. 
In addition to 5,000 striking op- 


erating employes, 20,000 other rail- 
road employes 
were 
forced off 
their jobs during the stoppage. 


Little Rock, Oct. 24 —(/P)— Arkan- 
sas economy bore a brighter hue 
today as Missouri 
Pacific 
trains 
were rolling again. 


The 46-day strike of the 
rail- 
road's ten-state system was ended 
formally yesterday. And last night 
a 65-car freight train steamed out 
of Texarkana. It rolled into Little 
Rock this morning. Other service 
is being resumed slowly. 


Most of the Mo-Pac's 11,900 Ar- 
kansas employes were expected to 
be back on the job today. 


And, while it will be several days 


before the line reaches full opera- 
tion, a railroad spokesman said in- 
dustrial shipments would be 
"in 


first class shape" before long. 
Passenger service may not 
be 
restored until Thursday, 
Mo-Pac 
said. 


With shipments of needed 
ma- 
terials to start 
again, 
Governor 


McMath and state Highway Direc- 
tor J. C. Baker urged road con- 
tractors to "make hay while 
the 
sun shines." 


Baker said that in addition to the 
construction program having been 
thrown behind 
schedule 
by 
the 
strike, oncoming winter would cur- 
tail some types of road-building. 
Sam Hammer, general superin- 


tendent for Mo-Pac's southern dis- 
trict, said: 


"We are going to try to get most 


of our iocal freights on schedule 
today. Those that aren't in opera- 
tion today definitely will be oper- 
ated Wednesday."

Farm-to Market 
Roads Will Reach 
World Says Dodd 


Kansas City, Oct. 25 —(/P)—Farm- 


to-markct "roads" that will reach 
all over the world were proposed 
here today. 


N. E. Dodd, director-general of 
the food and agriculture organiza- 
tion of the 
United Nations, 
de- 


fcribed a plan to help move sur- 
plus crops from the farms to the 
hungry, ill-clothed peoples of the 
world. 


He said the FAO will consider a 
proposal for an international com- 
modity clearing house at its 
an- 
nual 
conference 
in 
Washington 


Nov. 
21. 


The clearing house, he 
said, 


would buy from surplus countries 
and sell to importing nations. 


In a speech "prepared for deliv- 


ery at the (J3rcl annual convention 
of the Association of 
Land-Grant 


Colleges 
and 
Universities Dodd 


struck at "the insane paradox 
of 


ruinous surpluses in a world of so 
much ruinous scarcity." 


Restriction or destruction of pro- 


duction is not the answer, he said. 
"Ways must be found to keep good 
farmers producing without stint be- 
fore we can hope to reduce hunger 
and want among millions of peo- 
ple. 


The international clearing house 
"will open up a new international 
farm-to-market highway." He 
scrted.

You Have a 
Chance 
Against Bomb 


Mexico City, Oct. 25 — (/P)— You 


do have a 
chance 
against 
the 
atomic bomb. 


Maj. 
Albert J. Bauer, 
of 
the 
U. S. army .surgeon general's 
of- 


fice, 
says it's a 
much 
better 


chance that most people think. 
If you are four miles or more 


frorn the center of an atomic ex- 
plosion, your chances of escaping 
without injury are almost perfect, 
the officer reports. 
From there on toward the cen- 
ter your chances drop off sharply. 
From a half mile" out to a mile 
and a half from the atomic blaast 
it is about 50-50 you will come out 
alive. At distance less than a half 
mile there is no hope. 
"In 
the area 
within one-half 
mile radius from the center 
of 


the blast there will be almost com- 
plete destruction. Bauer says. "Fa- 
talities will run very cose to 100 
per cent." 


Maj. 
Bauer prepared his report 
for presentation today before the 
12th International Congress of Mil- 
itary 
Medicine 'and 
Pharmacy 
meeting here. It is based on 
the 
atomic explosions at 
Hiroshima, 
Nagasaki and Bikini. 
The report says the atom bomb 
probably will be used against in- 
dustrial and communications cen- 
ters and civilian populations far be- 
hind military lines. 


The Bauer-Hogness report tries 
to get ried of some fear of the un- 
known, the "atomic nerosis," pro- 
duced by development and use of 
the atomic bomb. 


"The mass of the public as well 
as the military must be made to 
realize that an atomic explosion is 
not the end 
for 
all 
concerned. 
There are definite limits to 
the 
radiation and blast effect. A com- 
promise between genuine healthy 
respect for the power of the bomb 
and yet lack of unreasoning fear 
of the unknown, must be effect- 
ed." 


Besides the blast effects com- 
mon to other explosives there are 
two others: Flash burns from the 
longer wave length rays released 
by the explosion, and radiation ill- 
ness from the shorter rays. 
The 


above-ground explosion is the worst 
in blast and radiation. 
Results in 
Japan 
showed 
the 
bomb exploded over a city of 250,- 
000, 
produced 
100,000 
casualties. 


Half of these died. 
The 
report 
blames the high death rate ot the 
downtown location of hospitals. At 
Hiroshima, the report says, nine- 
tenths of the doctors and nurses 
were bomb casualties. 


Jet Airliner 
Averages 450

first jet airliner, the De Havilland 
Comet, whipped from London 
to 
Tripoli, North Africa, and back on 
a maiden overseas flight today at 
an average speed of 
miles an hour.

The 36-passenger plane flew the 


1,490 miles from London, to Castel 
Bcnito, Tripoli, in three hours, 23 
minutes, an average speed of about 
440 miles an hours. 


After a two-hour refueling stop 


and a check of instruments, the 
silver plane zoomed back to Lon- 
don in three hours, 13 minutes, at 
an average speed of 
about 
4G3 
miles an hour.

Denfeld gave no indication that 
he thought the axe was about to 
fall on him. He said he 
planned 
to attend the 
meeting. 
Sources 
close to him said the admiral has 
no intention of resigning. 


Both 
Defense Secertary Louis 
Johnson and Navy S e c r e t a r y 
Francis P. Matthews were under- 
stood to feel that Denfeld's testi- 
mony had made it impossible for 
him to represent the navy on a uni- 
fied defense team. 


Denfeld told the house 
armed 
services committee that the army, 
air force and defense top brass 
have ganged up on the navy. He 
said the present administration of 
the unification law "is more in- 
jurious than no unification at all.

Army Discloses Plans to 
Discharge 30,000 Who Have 
Ended Service Under Draft 


Admiral Denfeld 
1o Be Ousted 
Due to Testimony 


Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
chair- 
man of the joint chiefs of 
staff, 
retorted that the complaining navy 
officers were "fancy Dans" who 
wouldn't hit the line for the de- 
fense team unless they could call 
the signals. 


Meetings 
of the 
joint 
chiefs, 
starting at 9 a. m. EST., often last 
the better part of the day. 
They 


are held behind closed doors. The 
military chieftians usually 
meet 


every Tuesday and Thursday, but 
no meetings have been held since

—Secretary of the Army Gray to- 
day disclosed plans to offer dis- 
charges from the army to 30,000 
men who entered 
service 
under 
the draft law. , 


"Upon completion of 12 months' 
service, these men' will 
be of- 


fered immediate separation, 
be- 
ginning December 1," Gray said 
in a speech prepared for the an- 
nual conference of 
the 
National 


Guard association. "We anticipate 
that most of these men will take 
advantage of our offer." 


These men had entered under 
the draft law's requirement for 21 
months' service. Gray said the ear- 
lier release had been approved by 
Secretary of Defense Johnson, who 
has power under the law to short- 
en the period of service. 


The army secretary made 
the 


announcement in telling of steps 
:eing taken to reduce the army 
from 656,000 men to 
630,000 . by 
next February. 
. 


That part of his speech 
which 
dealth with offering 
earlier dis- 
charges to the 30,000 follows: 


"Wo have 
eliminated one-year 
enlistments, we have raised 
the 
GCT ( general classification tests) 
entrance requirements from 80 to 
90, and we plan to return approxi- 
mately 3,300 reserve officers to in- 
active duty. 


"The main cutback in strength 
will be accomplished, however — 
and this is the first announcemenl 
concerning this action — the main 
cutback will be accomplished 
by 
release of 21-month inductees 
and 
enlistees who came into the army 
as a result of the selective 
serv- 
ice law. 


"Upon completion of 12 months1

Chiang Warns 
Formosa to 
Mobolize 


Hong Kong, Oct. 25 — (UP) — 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek has 
warned the people of 
Formosa 
that they must mobilize all their 
resources against an anticipated 
communist attack, the nationalist 
central news agency said today. 


The agency quoted 
a 
speech 
made by 
Chiang 
marking 
the 


fourth anniversary of China's re- 
occupation of the former Japanese- 
controlled island. 


"Today Russian imperialism pre- 
pares to grab Taiwan (Formosa) 
m order to complete its control of 
the entire Chinese nation and at 
the same time turn the island into 
a strategic forward echelon for an 
invasion of the Western Pacific," 
Chiang was quoted. 


Chiang admitted his "communist 
suppression campaign" had been 
suffering reverses and said For- 
mosa was one of the few remaining 
places still under nationalist juris- 
diction. 


Chinese reports concerning the 
battle on the mainland said com- 
munist commanders have thrown 
16 armies into a drive on Chung- 
king from the northeast.

tween them. 


The bishops 
agreed 
that 
the 
priests could take 
an 
oath 
of 
loyalty to the government, with 
certain reservations, and that they 
could accept the "temptinc;" hi.eh. 
salaries being offered under 
the 
new laws which become effective 
next week. 


The 
decisions of the 
bishops 
were hedged about with a number 
of reservations and conditions. ,But 
they added up to the most 
forth- 
right gesture of conciliation made 
by the church with regard to the 
impending laws 
for 
governm'e'nt 
confrol of rHiivh affairs. 
The council told the priests 
to 


.obey the nesv laws only so lone; as 
(they did not conflict with the laws 
of God, the church and the "nat- 
ural rights of man."

Lives, 
Involved in 
Service Fight

Washington, Oct. 24 — (/P) — A 


story of bitterness and friction in 
the armed services has been un- 
folding in congress. It amounts lo 
a story of deep disagreement over 
the best way to lick JKussia in 
case of war. 


Lives and billions of dollars and 
the safety oE the nation 
arc 
at 
stake. 


What started all 
the 
fussing? 


Why are groat war heroes, distin- 
guished Americans, calling names 
and throwing rocks? What are the 
main issues and argument? 


And what comes next? 
Nobody has all the answers. But 
some ol: them came out 
in 
two 


weeks of hearings by 
the 
house 
armed services committee. 


Basically, 
the 
dissension 
has 


grown out of the navy's feeling that 
it is being slighted. It thinks the 
army and air force have ganged 
up on it. It thinks the air force, 
especially, is getting a better deal 
m money to spend on a kind of war- 
fare that is wrong, a kind that goes 
in for intercontinental atom-bomb 
ing. 


The army and air force say they 


aren't trying to sink the navy. 


But they say, too. that a war 
against Russia won't be the am- 
phibious, 
island-hopping job 
on 
which the navy and marines did 
so well against Japan. 


So they are against the 
navy's 


proposed super carrier. And the 
navy is peeved because Secretary 
of Defense Johnson stopped con- 
struction of the carrier. 


At this point, judging from reac- 


tion in the house committee and 
the Pentagon, the navy is losing. 


Gen. George C. Marshall, who 
ran the whole army in World War 
II, says money is the root of all 
the trouble and he remembers sim- 
ilar troubles going back 30 years. 


The present fight dales back to 


efforts to push an armed 
forces 


unification la\v through congress. 
The navy, for the most part, was 
against it all the way. It finally 
went through in 1947. 


Testifying against it then were 


men like Acim. A. W. Radford and 
Capt. John G. Crommelin. 


Congress revised the 
law 
this 
year to give Secretary of Defense 
Johnson more 
responsibility and 


power in the 
defense 
establish- 


ment. Navy men seethed about that 
but not very openly. 


An anonymous m e m o r a ndum 
turned up on 
Capitol 
Hill 
last 


spring. It hinted at frauds and use 
o£ political pull in the development 
•of the B-3G bomber program. 


The armed services 
committee 
ordered an investment that uncov- 
ered Cedric R. Worth, then a navy 
department official, as the author 
The 
committee 
decided 
unani- 
mously there had been no political 
conniving or corruption in connec- 
tion with the B-. 6. 


Then this same Captain Crom- 


melin burst out with a statement 
saying the B-30 affair was only a 
symptom of bigger troubles.
